ISLAND OF MALTA. 


Relative to the taking of, Malta by the French. The 
following are the obfervations of 2 minifterial print :— 

® There hay evifted at alf time a confiderable de- 
gree of enmity betwee the’ Knights and the inhabitaots 
of Malfa, and it» mult hate confequently been an cafy 
matter in the emiffarics of France to gain over to their 
interefts a great-number of ‘the Maltefe. The defence 
of the ifland was entrufted to about 4000 men only, 
‘chiefly compofed of French‘deferter's ; the Knights who 
refided in it were few'in number, and feveral‘of them 
were fufpecxted of ‘being tainted with the revolutionary 
phrenzy. and the new fyftem of diforganization. Buo- 
naparte had onboard his fleet Dolomieu, one of the 
commanders of the order, who had formerly diftinguihh- 
ed himfelf as a friend of revolutionary principles, even 
before the French. Revolution was carried into effect. 
This perfon had been implicated in the infurreéction 
which was excited fome-time fince im the ifland againft 
the Grand Mafter Rohan, and was fentenced on that 
account to feven years imprifonment. He afterwards 
made his efcape, and the {pirit of vengeance, combined 
with that of anarchy, has nd doubt made himi an active 
-inftrument in effecting the deftraction of his own order, 
and the fubjection of the'ifland to the empire of France. 
Such are the means which the French have poflibly ufed 
in order to make themfelves matters of an ifland, im- 
pregnable in itfelf, if its defenders were but age 
Buonaparte has really taken poffeflion of Malta, the 
confequences muft be of the greateft importance to the 
French Republic. She will, of courfe, be miftrefs of 
the Levant, and command exclufively the commerce of 
that rich part of the world. 

** A few cruifers employed between Sicily and Malta, 
and Malta and Africa, will prevent, without much ex- 
ertion, any veflel from navigating in that’ part, and a 
{quadron  ftationed in the fine and “convenient ports of 
the ifland, will command all‘the coafts of Italy in the A- 
driatic Sea, in which France already octupies the impor- 
tant ifland of Corfu.

She may alfo be enabled-to give law to Candia, and 
the other Turkith iflands; and* fhould the with to 
a communication with India by the Red Sea, Malta 
will natarally be confidered as* the firft point neceflary 
to the fuccefs.of the expedition, and the principal ftore- 
houfe-for. the various materials which fhe may think 
‘proper to-employ-in promoting that end. ‘ Exclufive of 
| thefe confiderations, Malta, in its prefet fituation, mutt 
prove highly. advantageous to France. It contains 
150,000, jnbabitants, among whom’ are 6000 good 


feamen ; it has an arfenal well filled, and an immenfe 


-quantity of cannon, of almoft every calibre. The mo- 
-ney in the public treafury has been accumulating for a 
long time paft,. in confequence of the economy of the 
fucceflive Grand Mafters;-and the riches which have 
been fent to Malta, as to a place of certain fafety, by 
. the Italian emigrants, will add.confiderably to the {pails 
of the enemy.” : 

- The ifland of Malta is fituated in the Mediterranean, 
between Africa and Sicily. It is 20 miles in length, 
and 12 in breadth. It was formerly almoft a barren 
rock, but is now much cultivated, as large quantities of 
earth have been brought for that purpofe from Africa. 
It produces only a fmall quantity of corn, but is very 
fertile in lemons, cotton, and yines. It is about fixty 
miles fouth of Sicily. . After the taking of Rhodes, the 
Emperor Charles V. gave it to the Grand Malter of 
the order of St John of Jérufalem.. It-was: attacked 
by the Turks in 1566, who were obliged to abandon

hts of Malta are all under a vow of celibacy and 
ity. The whole ifland confilts of twenty-fix pa- 
rifhes, and between. thirty and -forty villages: The 
town of Malta is on.the fea fide, facing Sicily.

ROYAL REVILN. 

Yeftcrday his Maighy reviewed Ne corps. of Light 
Horfe Volunteers o: ndop and Weltminfter, com- 
manded by Colonel Herries, on Wimbledon Common, 
The King, attended by their Royal Highnefles the 
Dukes of York and Gloucefter, and Prince Eraeft, the 
Earls of Chefterfield and Harrington, Lords Cathcart, 
and Heathfield, Sir William, Fawcett, &c. came upon 
the ground a very few minutes after nineo’clock. ‘I'he 
corps received his Majetty in the ufual ftile of Parade,

In prefence of Waiter Scott, Ef, fheriff and

.wickj who depones, That he left the,ifland of Fetlar 
upon the evening of the 28th of June curt. and arrived 
here yefterday. Depones, that upon. Wednefday laft, 
when he was at Fetlar aforefaid, a large fhip ran clofe 
along the ifland to the northward, and:that he is fure 
the was a Dutch man of war, he thinks of fifty puns at 
leaft. Depones, that a fithing boat belonging to the 
ifland was then going off to fea, and that upon her re- 
turn next morning the mafter of her informed her the 
was a Dutch man gf war, and that the captain or fome 
other officer fpoke'to him, and enquired, whether they 
had feen any fhips ; to which he anfwered that he had 
feen none: that the officer repeated over feveral times, 

“ Depones, that the mafter of the baat’alfo told him, 
that all the thip’s ports were lowered down, and that 
the perfon who fpoke was dreffed in black, but that he 
was not afked to come along fide, or did’he go. De- 
pones, that a gentleman of the name of Smit who re- 
fides in the ifland of Fetlar, told him, the deponent, 
that a boat had been along-fide of a man of war, off the 
ifland of Uift, which wete Frenchy that they would not 
allow the people in the boat to cofe on board, faying, 
it was not a harbour they wanted, it was fhips they were 
feeking. Depones, he was infurmed by every body in 
Fetlar, and particularly by Mr Smrru, that five or fix 
men of war had been cruizing off that place for two 
weeks, and that all the fifhermen informed this depo- 
ponent that they had feenthem on the fifhing'grounds, and 
that they believed them to be French gr Dutch. De- 
pones, that he, this deponent, has formerly belonged 
to his Majelty’s thips Edgar and Triumph, and that he 
is certain tHe fhip he faw was not Britifh, and that he 
believes her to be Dutch, all which is truth, as he 
fhall anfwer to God.” Rosert Henry.
